give them normal expression. The trag- 
edy lay “in the all too common taken-for- 
granted feeling that what they can’t get 
paid isn’t worth the effort doing, 
even when the result the work would 
exactly what they would buy with money 
they had it.” are our spiritual values 
and the meaning life perverted. 


The Nineteenth Century Cult 
Progress 


Another our errors the great cult 
the nineteenth century, based our 
scientific advances and technology, which 
now only delusion. Man, innocently, 
naively, and comfortably believed his 
own infinite perfectibility; would cer- 
tainly, inevitably become Superman. 
could not stay the progress, though 
might help it. This was the nineteenth 
century cult progress with capital 
Man was his own maker. Original sin was 
too absurd for consideration, and man, the 
child Reason, was himself capable 
this perfectibility. had the autonomous 
man self-sufficient, all powerful master 
the earth, self-satisfied contemplating him- 
self and his works. 


which men hold dear, wealth, position and prestige, and 
disregarding the statute of limitations in his own case, 
finally arouses the American people to their danger and 
affirming anew, against a background of indifference, 
lethargy, and contempt, the great truths of Christianity, 
entitled, because his white martyrdom the spirit 
witness for God and country, the degree 
Doctor of Laws, honoris causa.

There was great recru- 
descence the absolutism the state, 
the assertion the power the state was 
complete over the individual peace and 
war. other areas the doctrine was 
here the United States initially camou- 
flaged calling the welfare state. 
contrast rare statesman who can 
tell his people all could offer them 
was blood, sweat, and tears. have 
come recent days the bold assertion 
the present political administration that 
the President has unlimited power 
self-declared emergency; and doctrine 
strange America, that the President’s 
action not capable review legisla- 
ture courts. Power grows what 
feeds on. The doctrine that emergency 
conditions create powers reasserted 
spite Supreme Court determination 
the contrary. unholy political alliance 
with labor emerges the chaos. There has 
been creeping paralysis the Congress 
ever since the two grants so-called war 
powers the President which now come 
home roost. What stake this 
situation, was the packing 
the Supreme Court, the question whether 
government means end, whether 
government exists for the 
whether the citizen the pawn the 
state. The state must not become 
modern Moloch. 


Uniformity Education 


This same philosophy has also infected 
our leading educators; who, though speak- 
ing the name public education, not 
always represent it. The latest these 
the distinguished chemist who happened 
the president Harvard. wants 
all children elementary and secondary 
schools public schools only. The 
per cent who private parochial 
schools are, says, destructive democ- 
racy and the nation. People have applied 
his reasoning Harvard University with 
devastating effect principle, though 
fact none them would like see Har- 
vard turned over the government. Presi- 
dent Conant apparently forgot ever 
knew that the Supreme Court had ruled 
that not want “standardized chil- 
dren” the State—no state monopoly 
education. the name unity, which 
screen for uniformity, this plea 
made for American culture whose vitality 
its diversity and complexity. Varia- 
tions should preserved and encouraged 
rather than blotted out. course, Mr. 
Conant had been less chemist and 
more educator would have realized 
the diversity outlook, capacity, and 
achievement that comes out public 
schools. This true, also non-tax- 
supported schools. government, the 
army, social life they all work to- 
gether, each individual making his dif- 
ferent contribution without consciousness 
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any distinction any lack hearty 
co-operation. 


“Human Relations” Slogan 


One our strange ways for solving 
problems adopt slogans. the 
great technique our amazing advertising 
which determines what eat, drink, 
smoke, wear, deodorize perfume, 
short, all the day-to-day activities our 
life. are victimized the social sphere 
these slogans, those which ourselves 
make and those furnished the Com- 
munists. The great catchword the mo- 
ment “human relations.” For the most 
part concerned with our superficial 
social relations. 

becomes fashionable, stimulates pub- 
licity maintain surface good will. But 
sometimes intimated that its signifi- 
cance deeper and more permanent and 
pays lip service the brotherhood 
man under the fatherhood God, with 
way making this living faith nor 
expecting participants. lends itself 
readily the secularists. This typical 
our frequently recurring fashions slo- 
gans, shibboleths, and catch-phrases. 
need only remind you how the great words 
“peace” and “democracy” are used 
the same way. Let keep our faith 
the things but not deceived the 
propaganda. 


Schools for New World 


How far this thinking has gone may 
shown one other illustration the field 
education from report the National 
Education Association representing all our 
teachers and administrators. report 
“Schools for New World,” they pro- 
pose kind Nirvana for the individual 
the state. 

The Supreme problem our society 
our day (the report says) then the reten- 
tion the essence our liberties freedom 
education, opportunity, choice career, 
suffrage, speech, press, and assembly while 
creating and establishing the controls 
democratic social order which individual 
lives merge supreme entity purpose, 
and being that itself the ultimate goal. 
This means, inevitably, vast stepping 
the functions government all levels; 
means fundamental shift emphasis 
throughout our whole educational program, 
from helping educate the individual 
his own right become valuable member 
society the preparation the individual 
for the realization his best self the 
higher loyalty serving the basic ideals and 
aims our society. 


These Are Surface Indications 
Such are the conditions face. 
think they are our real problem. de- 
vote great energies patch them up. 
organize, confer, outline programs. 
These are only the conditions our prob-

lems. Even the most shocking conditions 
are only conditions. think 
exorcize them simple formulas, 
heads, name calling, and the like. The 
problem however best summed 
the word Communism. 
spiritual, religious; that is, anti. 
spiritual and anti-religious. has been 
the very heart our life, our 
our government, notably our State 
Department and its octopus tentacles reach 
into every phase our social life. 


Communism Embodied the 
Malady 


The pervasive influence Communism 
due its faith, its vision, and its 
better world here and now under the 
dictatorship the proletariat with the 
ultimate liquidation everyone else. 
fanatical faith the self-sufficiency 
man, the complete adequacy human 
reason achieve the vision, and 
renunciation, discipline live the faith 
order achieve the vision, renounce 
things men have held sacred and 
blaspheme God Himself. This not only 
the issue Communism. the issue 
our whole civilization. This because 
Communism has faced the 
God man, what man is, and what 
God is. answers Shelley’s question: 
“Whence are and what are we? 
what scene the actor the spectators?” 
tells you its own terms what meant 
Tennyson’s “the one far off divine 
event which the whole creation moves.” 
How does this described Pope 
Pius XI: 

The Communism today, more en- 
phatically than similar movements 
past, conceals itself false messianic 
idea. pseudo-ideal justice, equality, 
and fraternity labor impregnates all its 
doctrine and activity with deceptive mysti- 
cism, which communicates zealous and 
contagious enthusiasm the multitudes en- 
trapped delusive promises. 


Tensions Basis Communist 
Propaganda 

Unfortunately our effort combat the 
Communistic advance without effect 
because not realize the nature 
the enemy. deceive ourselves think- 
ing home and abroad that because the 
tensions modern societies are made the 
point attack this cunning enemy 
that any amount social reform would 
meet the issues. New deals old deals, 
fair deals pie the sky, bottle 
milk for every Hottentot are offered 
solutions. Nor will increase the 
standard living wages, condi- 
tions employment housing projects, 
even dams the Missouri Valley, meet 
the problem answer the question 
fronting men everywhere the world. 
The solutions such problems only makes 
the enemy more cunning, and changes his 
tactics, but not his strategy. 
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The Abiding Issue Moral and 
Religious 

These well intentioned, even beneficent, 
welfare projects assume the world’s 
hase only, but the problem total; 
social and economic, and political, also 
intellectual, but primarily moral and 
The solution the social, 
and political conditions will still 
leave the abiding and transcending moral 


religious issue. 


Eternal Issue: Original Sin 
This new issue for man; 
the eternal issue his fallen nature. 
the tragedy the Garden Eden. 


the original sin. What the tempta- 


tion Adam and Eve? the promise, 
the Satanic promise always broken 
whispered man’s ears ever since, heard 
his heart, and recorded his intellect 
and will. “You shall God,” and, 
ever since, the temptation always de- 


scribed the same terms: the forbidden 


fruit eat, and fair the 
and delightful behold,” and 
the Garden, violation God’s com- 
mandment was taken and eaten, and 
ever since man has lost his Paradise, and 
this seems law man’s life. has 
man attempted escape his limitations, 
transcend his nature, and become 
God displace God Beelzebub 
find himself Hell. Why then 
fail? fail and are losing the struggle 
over the centuries because real Com- 
munism has succeeded possessing its 
votaries with zealous and contagious 
enthusiasm for false messianic idea con- 
ceived deceptive mysticism. such 
gripping quality our faith, our vision, 
our discipline. are without living 
are without flaming vision. 
are without self-imposed discipline. 
These least not produce sub- 
stantial numbers the same loyalty and 
devotion the “comrades.” 


Are Without Faith 


are without living faith. repeat 
the great formulas Christianity but 
the God who must worshipped justice 
and truth, pay the tribute words 
and formulas out which have gone all 
life. They are for the weasel words 
life experience which without mean- 
ing. say wish for from the bottom 
our hearts, but add the words 
doubt, “If ever wish Men 
not think their hearts but with the 
verbal counters their own delusions and 
the shibboleths vain philosophy, 
tossed about every wind doctrine. 
The problem moral problem every 
age, but there are ages faith and ages 
doubt and ages disbelief. The some- 
thing that infected the world evidently 
the nineteenth century and which had 
been emerging since the sixteenth the 
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problem faith belief. was worded 
Carlyle his day the “Everlasting 
No” and true now: “The very devil 
has been pulled down. You cannot 
much believe And Browning 
worded more decisively for the individual 
who cannot calculate weigh eternity 
against few years. Says Browning: 


first you say, “The whole, chief 
difficulties, belief.” 

Could believe once thoroughly, 

The rest were simple. What? 
idiot, you think, beast? 
Prove me, only that the least 
Command God God’s indeed, 
And what injunction shall need 

pay obedience. Death nigh, 
When time must end, eternity 
Begin, and cannot compute. 
Weigh loss and gain together, suit 
actions the balance drawn, 
And give body sawn 
Asunder, hacked pieces, tied 

horses, stoned, burned, crucified, 
Like any martyr the list? 

How gladly! make acquist, 
Through the brief minute’s fierce annoy, 
God’s eternity joy.

Are Without Vision 


are, too, without flaming vision. 
What see lacks the propulsive power 
vision God’s providence and man’s 
spiritual destiny. gamble for some pie 
the sky instead for the vision 
Patmos. The vision set play- 
ing eternal hallelujahs ethereal harps, 
pacing sapphire studded pavement 
world clouds which are per- 
mitted enter through the pearly gates 
mockery the Christian vision. 
has not the yearning saints, only 
the negative evidence the pain human 
life. Yet, truly indeed St. John says 
“God will wipe away the tears from all 
eyes.” 


Christian Vision 


But the positive meaning with the 
penetrating insight seeing God face 
face, with full knowledge, have not 
made life-motivating force religion. 
have not realized made clear that 
good life earth with God’s sanc- 
tifying grace preview continued 
life glory heaven. men really 
believed the Ten Commandments and lived 
them there would moralization 
human life fulfilling the wildest dream 
the most visionary reformer. men really 
believed that, they would show they are 
Christians the fact that they love one 
another and would thus bring about 
great social transformation and the sanc- 
tification human beings. would 
heaven indeed, passionately moving men, 
and raising them real sonship with 
God, even rising above the ordinary inter- 
pretation Christian love loving your 
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neighbor yourself Christ’s own vision, 
“loving your neighbor Christ, have 
loved him.” “Greater love hath man 
than this that lay down his life for 
his friend.” 


Are Without Discipline 


Lacking the real faith and the true 
vision the Christian, are without 
self-imposed discipline. are amazed 
the real Communist’s complete self-abnega- 
tion. seek comfort and convenience. 
have lost the meaning renunciation, 
dedication, and sacrifice. Pain and suffering 
are avoided all costs. Our faith 
without fire, our passion without 
energy. Both our faith and our vision are 
ennervating rather than energizing.

Santayana says:

not know what meant 
responsibility, self-discipline, and 
words such “self-control” and “self- 
sacrifice” and “self-immolation” have al- 
most disappeared from our vocabulary. 


The Unknown God 


What face, short, the age old 
problem man’s attitude toward God; the 
old pride that goeth before fall; self- 
indulgence worshipping our little selves; 
and the godlike reason betraying its human 
weakness. short, the creature man who 
would become God. are again wor- 
shipping the Goddess Reason the 
French Revolution. But are also again 
Areopagus with St. Paul, the midst 
people who employed themselves 
nothing else but telling and hearing 
some new thing. our hearts have 
built altars the Unknown God. need 
told more convincingly people 
what St. Paul, out his Damascene ex- 
perience told these curious-minded Atheni- 
ans who had erected altar the 
“Unknown God” that you are too super- 
stitious. God you ignorantly worship, 
Him declare unto the God who 
made the world and all things it, who 
dwelleth not temples made with hands, 
who gives life and breath all things, 
who has made one all mankind, who 
not far from every one for 
Him live, and move and have our 
being. the answer the challenge 
our civilization, our religion, us. 
The answer not found any new deal 
fair deal, nor any new law new 
administrative order, nor any new slogan, 
new shibboleth, nor any new educa- 
tional device new method. are 
going solve the world problem today, 
whatever temporizing measures are neces- 
sary, must realize that have been 
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dealing with superficialities, with triviali- 
ties, with palliatives, all social patchwork. 
Our enemies, the Communists, keep con- 
cerned with such things and their economic 
costs, while always using them for the 
destruction the spiritual foundations 
our civilization. 


Permanent Solution 


have recognize must find 
permanent way solving the riddle 
our life, which Sphinx-like because 
devours not solve it. must 
follow the advice the Delphic oracle, 
“Man, know must see man’s 
nature spiritual, not physical, not 
matter comforts and convenience, not 
matter progress, nor even more edu- 
cation. The basic problem 
religious, not merely intellectual social. 
What man? What God? What life? 
immortality? eternity? What man’s rela- 
tion God? say with pathetic self- 
satisfaction have the truth, the 
penny catechism. But the formulas the 
catechism even the mind the child 
are woefully inadequate. They must 
translated into the living thought, and the 
resolute will, and the passion make 
reason and the will God prevail. All 
our playing with the toys our con- 
temporary life will get nowhere unless 
informed with this spiritual leaven. 
must grow and live the life human 
beings, not beasts, not animals, not pup- 
pets, not manikins, not word mongerers. 
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Inadequacy Formal Education

lost words, and verbalism continues 
our basic fault. need spiritual 
semantics. must actualize the truth 
that learn the doctrine one must live 
the life.

Parents who want 
custodial care for their children high 
marks report cards matter what 
happens them human beings who 
seek avenue social advancement be- 
cause college graduation desire 
learn the vocabulary popular science 
and the latest novel for social conversa- 
tion will continue help the social drift 
whose end spiritual disaster the 
rocky coast moral indifference. 


Strategy Meeting the Problem

Rheumatic Heart the Classroom 


Sister Claudine, 


common heritage equal rights 

entitles all children education. 
Compulsory attendance laws enacted 
the various states were made make cer- 
tain that child would deprived 
this right education. Conditions, 
however, are still found that prevent 
the fulfillment these ideals the case 
many handicapped children who are 
educable. Unless some modifications are 
made the school system, these children 
will not receive the benefit their birth- 
right. According the findings the 
White House Conference Child Health 
and Protection, estimated that about 
per cent the elementary school chil- 
dren the United States are handi- 
capped physically mentally that they 
require treatment and training somewhat 
different from that the so-called average 
child. Only per cent the handicapped 
are enrolled special classes; the others 
are dependent the regular grade teacher 
for the treatment and training suited 
their specific needs. 

The function the teacher, loco 
parentis, educate the child. the 
grade teacher meet the needs the 
certain fundamental 
principles, which will hold good for all 
cases, must observed. 

The teacher must feel responsible 
for the education the handicapped 
child within his limits for the non- 
handicapped. 

The teacher must capitalize the 
strength instead the weakness the 

The teacher should 
changes the regular course study and 
the methods instruction may 
insure the development the handicapped 
child his fullest extent. 

carry out these principles requires 
considerable amount fortitude the 
part the teacher. She will confronted 
with difficulties reference time, 
course content, and facilities. will 
the child and then select such subject 
matter will most useful for the 
handicapped child view his total 
personality, including his physical, 
tellectual, moral, social, and economic 
development. 


Rheumatic Heart 


_Each handicap presents its own par- 
ticular complexities which must taken 
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into consideration planning the educa- 
tional program the child.

Causes 

The etiology this disease has not yet 
been satisfactorily demonstrated, although 
large number contributing causes are 
recognized. Bacterial infections are im- 
portant factor. The most incriminated 
group are the germs known hemolytic 
streptococci belonging Group the 
Lancefield classification. These cause such 
illnesses scarlet fever, strep throat, ton- 
sillitis, erysipelas, and inflammation the 
middle ear. Rheumatic fever known 
follow three four weeks after the 
incidence one the other the above- 
named diseases. the number cases 
any these diseases increases, pro- 
portionate rise the rheumatic fever 
cases occurs about month. 

Since the attack may mistaken for 
slight relapse the original disease, 
the symptoms remain unheeded. Rheumatic 
fever attacks the connective tissue 
the body and causes inflammation the 
muscle, valves, and outer lining the 
heart. has tendency recur. Hence, 
each attack the fever leaves the heart 
weaker until finally the damage notice- 
able. heart condition developed 
result rheumatic fever termed 
heart.” 

Whether not rheumatic fever 
hereditary not definitely certain. There 
evidence that several members 
family may afflicted with it, yet this 
does not necessarily prove the tendency 
inheritance. The evidence may used just 
validly support the hypothesis 
that environment general potent 
factor. More victims the disease are 
found among the lower income groups. 
Such families, because their economic 
status, have less nourishing foods and 
poorer housing and living facilities. 

Children with severely crippled hearts 
may appear pale and undersized 
and have deformed chests. closer ex- 
amination will reveal other characteristic 
features as: easy fatigue, rapid pulse rate 
when rest, also fast respiratory 
rate. Chorea sometimes becomes added 
complication.

The school laws 1841 favored the Prot- 
estant institutions was stipulated that 
only graduates the (Protestant) normal 
school Lahaina, Maui, would permitted 
teach. This restriction was removed 
the following September, and Father (later 
Bishop) Maigret established Catholic nor- 
mal school next the cathedral Honolulu. 
early 1844, there were nine priests, 
12,500 converts, and 100 Catholic schools 
with 3000 students. 

Lack personnel limited the apostolic 
labors the Fathers. 1842 reinforcements 
were the way. The brig Marie-Joseph, 
owned the Mission with Bishop Rouchouze, 
six priests, one subdeacon, seven lay brothers, 
and ten Sisters the same order, left St. 
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Malo, December 15, 1842. They touched 
St. Catherines, Brazil, the following February 
but nothing more was heard them. The 
ship probably was wrecked the Straits 
Magellan without survivor tell the tale. 
Nothing daunted, others volunteered for 
Hawaii, and July 1859, boarding and 
day school for girls was opened the nuns 
the Sacred Hearts next the cathedral. 

consequence 
agitation for equal 
rights with the Protes- 
tants, King Kamaha- 
meha III, 1845, gave 
tract 216 acres, 
them arable, the 
rest inaccessible cliffs, 
the Catholic Mission 
“to erect school for 
the purpose teaching 
the use letters such 
reading, writing, 
arithmetic, geography, 
and such like studies, 
tending mental dis- 
cipline.” This was 
the windward side 
Oahu, some sixteen 
miles from Honolulu. 
Here the Fathers built 
the first “college” which

1862 there were pupils and 1864 only 
ten more, and the enrollment never exceeded 
50. The board education gave $400 an- 
nually for eight Hawaiian scholarships, until 
1878 when there were only six pupils. Father 
Walsh, SS.CC., native Ireland, substituted 
English for French. 1880 there were 150 
schools with 4078 pupils which the native 
tongue was used, and schools with 3086 
pupils which English was taught. 

this same year, Rev. Larkin, 
secular priest, offered his services Bishop 
Maigret and opened the College St. Louis 
Honolulu 1881, with pupils. This 
venture lasted only two years. The Fathers 
then acquired another tract which they 
built St. Louis College. They soon secured 
the services the Marianists from Dayton, 
Ohio. Eight Brothers arrived, September 
1883, and were given glorious welcome 
the cathedral, Mass being said Father 
Damien, the hero Molokai. Five the 
Brothers remained Honolulu, the other 
three proceeded Maui, where they took 
over St. Anthony’s School for boys 
Wailuku. St. Louis College opened with 150 
pupils, them boarders. Two years later 
there were 283 day students and boarders. 
interesting note that the legislature

voted $10,000 for faculty building and 
annual subsidy $2,500 for scholarships. 
This continued until the annexation the 
United States. 

The much debated “released 
nothing new for the Islands. One hour 
week for religious instruction was permitted 
from 1888 1896, but Protestant mission- 
aries usurped the privilege. Bishop Herman 
Koeckemann issued pamphlet, April 30, 
1890, which outlined policy cogent 
today then, which said: 


Religious instruction must excluded 
from the (public) schools for the simple 
reason that the government has right 
impose creed upon any child. 

The regulation issued the board 
education about year ago, empowering 
every minister religion give one hour 
per week after class hours religious instruc- 
tion the children his creed, step 
the right direction; benefits some chil- 
dren without interfering with the rights 
others.

The School Question 


This eloquent appeal was futile that 
time the many reiterations made the 
United States through many weary years, and 
after the annexation Hawaii, the policy 
religious instruction the public schools 
was followed. 

Catholic education continued apace sepa- 
rate schools where religion could taught 
integral part the program. The 
Sacred Hearts Sisters found their quarters 
what now the very heart town too 
small and acquired extensive grounds 
Kaimuki, eastern suburb, where they built 
well-appointed academy beautiful set- 
ting tropical plants and opened school 
there, September 13, 1909, with boarders 
and day students. New buildings were 
added and present the enrollment has 
reached 845. Besides this academy, these nuns 
conduct convent school (elementary) with 
603 girls, and St. Patrick’s grade school with 
904 boys and girls. Last September they 
took over Immaculate Conception parochial 
school the Island Kauai with 120 pupils. 


Rapid Expansion 

The enrollment St. Louis College in- 
creased leaps and bounds, that addi- 
tional buildings were needed. became in- 
creasingly evident that the limits expansion 
had been reached, and the Brothers, with the 
hearty approval Bishop Libert, decided 
their own. With the purchase 1923 
200-acre tract Kaimuki, plans for 
greater St. Louis College soon began take 
shape. The site was called Kalaepohaku 
(Rocky Point) and took many ton 
explosive clear the terrain for five large 
concrete buildings and adequate playing 
field. The new school opened September. 
1928. The campus now beautiful tropical 
garden with bougainvilleas, hibiscus, and other 
flowers presenting riot color. present 
there are Marianists the faculty with 
enrollment 1087 the high school and 
316 the grades. The elementary department 
gradually being eliminated make room for 
the proposed junior college. addition this 
school, the Marianists are conducting Cathe- 
dral Elementary School with enrollment 
411 boys, St. Anthony’s High School Wai- 
luku with 280 boys, and until June, 1951, St. 
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High School Hilo, Hawaii, with 

The Franciscan nuns the Third Order 
Syracuse, Y., arrived here 1883, 
the Hawaiian Government.

1888. Since then they have been active 
hospital work well education. They 
have their own Convent High School 
with 320 girls and the parochial school, St. 
Hilo, kindergarten twelfth 
with 1350 boys and girls. The Francis- 
can Sisters Charity conduct St. Theresa’s 
parochial school Kauai with 323 pupils. 
Notre Dame nuns are the Star the Sea 
parochial school with 754 children. There are 
two branches the Sisters St. Joseph 
active Hawaii. Those Carondolet have 
three schools, two Oahu with 587 and 410 
pupils respectively, and one Maui with 
444, The Sisters St. Joseph from Orange, 
have school Maui with 371 
pupils. Maryknoll nuns are the most numer- 
ous the Islands present. Besides their 
own coeducational high school Honolulu 
with 340 pupils and the grade department 
with 745, they conduct the following parochial 
schools: St. Augustine’s with 441 pupils, St. 
Ann’s with 488, and St. with 424, 
Oahu. Maui they have St. Anthony’s 
high school for girls and the grades with 
total enrollment 859 pupils. The Sisters 
Charity the Blessed Virgin Mary are the 
most recent arrivals; they conduct two paro- 
chial schools Kauai, St. Catherine’s with 
424 pupils and Holy Cross with 349. 

all there are present Brothers and 
363 nuns engaged schools with esti- 
mated 15,000 pupils. yet there Catho- 
lic institution for higher education but 
hoped that beginning will made soon. 


Friendly Relations 


There are two characteristics schools 
Hawaii that are worthy note. The first 
the friendly relations existing between the 
Catholic schools and the Department Pub- 
lic after Pearl Har- 
bor the military took over St. Louis College 
emergency hospital, leaving only section 
the administration building residence for 
the Brothers. School, however, was not long 
interrupted facilities McKinley High 
School were put the disposal the Broth- 
ers without rental charge, whilst the boys 
the elementary department were permitted 
use Japanese language schools, which had been 
taken over the government. Health facili- 
ties are for private schools well for the 
others. The unit St. Louis College 
has consistently rated with the best. ath- 
keen competition exists 
and the municipal stadium regularly 
crowded with 23,000 football fans. the 
absence collegiate contenders, high school 
teams are warmly accepted substitutes, and 
Honolulu takes its sports seriously. Among the 
attendants the solemn Mass the Cathe- 
dral honor the Holy Ghost for the open- 
ing the school year 1951 were the Secre- 
tary Hawaii (who regularly takes the place 
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the Governor the latter’s absence) and 
members the Department Public Instruc- 
tion. 

The second noteworthy characteristic the 
total absence race segregation. Hawaii 
melting pot humanity, there ever was 
one. racial antecedents its citizens are 34.4 
per cent Japanese, 29.8 per cent Caucasian, 
part Hawaiian 14.2 per cent, Filipino per 
cent, Chinese 5.9 per cent, Hawaiian per 
cent, Puerto Rican 1.9 per cent, Korean 1.4 
per cent, and all others per cent. They all 
live together amicably, their children frequent 
the same schools, play the same games the 
same grounds, frequent the same beaches, fol- 
low the same fashions, take the same interest 
community and national affairs, and in- 
sult more resented than being considered 
anything but Americans. the loyalty the 
Japanese was ever doubt, the exploits 
the 442nd Battalion the late war, memori- 
alized the film “Go for Broke,” furnished 
convincing evidence the contrary. There has 
never been well-authenticated case treach- 
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ery them during the Nipponese attack 
Hawaii. One result this mixture races 
great variety religions. Besides Catholic 
churches there are many the numerous 
Protestant sects, well Buddhist and 
Shinto temples. Many pagan parents send 
their children Catholic schools and every 
year scores converts result, all baptized 
together solemn rite Eastertide. The 
Chinese Catholic Club and the (Japanese) St. 
Francis Xavier Club are particularly active 
and number orientals are found 
among the priests, Brothers, and Sisters. 

One disadvantage the preponderance 
orientals the schools the difficulty se- 
curing intelligible English. The 
variety which the youngsters use when talking 
each other, and the mother tongue which 
they use home, complicate the problem. 

According Kenedy’s Directory there are 
present 145,000 Catholics Hawaii, fully 
one fourth the population, indicating sub- 
stantial growth since the humble and precari- 
ous sprouting 1827.

tical sense than primitive man, who did 
understand the origins and uses things 
about him. 

But over and above these physical as- 
pects the environment which the fu- 
ture citizen must, somehow, adjusted, 
there environment the spirit. All 
about him are the men the world, secu- 
larists who our time tend worship 
science even the ancient Egyptians wor- 
shiped the sun. The average man, course, 
knows little about the principles sci- 
ence; but constantly using its con- 
veniences and knows, vaguely least, that 
science has given him these blessings. 
his own confused sort way, then, even 
the average man worships this modern 
such purely secular-minded people that the 
young man woman must live after 
leaves school. His reading matter, the 
press and the magazines, the radio and 
television, all uncensored, assail his eyes 
and ears with outrageous suggestions. 
these people and these things that consti- 
tute the environment the human spirit, 
environment for which the modern 
serve not only his faith, but his morals 
and even his sanity. 

One way meeting this challenge 
teach our pupils all the science can 
with adequate safeguards and impress 
upon them the fact that science has its 
limitations. They must become aware 
what science cannot well what 
can do. teach them science the 
Catholic high school they will fore- 
warned and forearmed. they drink

Educate the Hand and the Eye 


Man not pure spirit; has ma- 
terial body which should trained any 
well-rounded curriculum. Our Catholic 
schools tend neglect this important 
phase education. the nine seminars 
conducted this workshop three, and only 
three, are any way concerned with the 
development manual skill. They are the 
seminars homemaking, the arts and 
crafts, and science. Unfortunately, sci- 
ence generally taught hardly serves 
this purpose. Properly conducted, however, 
the science courses should train the hand 
and the eye well the brain. Indeed, 
brain power quite dependent upon skill- 
ful use eyes and hands; nihil intel- 
lectu quod non prius sensu. view 
the dual nature man this scholastic 
axiom should taken seriously any 
educational program. 

earlier day this aspect educa- 
tion was less imperative the school pro- 
gram. long America was predomi- 
nantly rural, children were taught efficient 
ways doing things the home. The 
present generation severely handicapped 
because there are chores do. fill 
this gap, then, the pupil’s education 
one the assignments the modern 
school. Much can done the science 
laboratory; the boys and girls should 
doing things, not merely reading about 
them. Many lessons science, indeed 
many other lessons, can learned only 
this way. Knowledge taken from books 
assimilated only with difficulty and tends 
become little more than superficial 
ornament, something help empty 
mind put outward show. 

There probably good deal truth 
the statement sometimes made that 
person remembers per cent what 
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hears (which often just well), per 
cent what sees, and per cent 
what does. 


Cultural Value Science 


Culture word hard define be- 
commonly used designate refinement 
manners, taste, thoughts, etc., distin- 
guished from vocational, professional, 
technical skill. man trained chemistry 
medicine not for that reason cul- 
tured gentleman. Generally may call 
man cultured familiar with litera- 
ture and the fine arts; and may put 
some emphasis the possession the 
social graces. 

But, see it, these accomplishments 
alone not fit the concept Christian 
culture. The works God are more im- 
portant than the works man. cultured 
heavenly bodies; knows that mountains 
are temporary upheavals which come and 
other earthly events; has some 
idea why the soil important for hu- 
man welfare; speaking terms with 
the common plants and weeds his yard; 
can discuss the meaning pebble 
snowflake. Let repeat, these are 
God’s creatures. 

The scientist realizes very well, and 
sometimes pointedly reminded, that 
people with minimum scientific back- 
ground like claim that theirs su- 
perior type culture. The factual basis 
for this attitude lies the unfortunate 
fact that the modern type scientist 
usually little more than technician. 
far from claiming that the run the mill 
chemists and physicists and biologists are 
educated any cultural sense. But still 
think have God side when urge 
people study His works least much 
they study the doings men. Some fa- 
miliarity with God’s creatures mark 
culture more genuine than the learning 
bookworm, even that learning 
profound. 

interested the common things 
about us, understand what they mean 
and what they mean the sight 
God that, feel, evidence Christian 
culture, distinguished from the smug at- 
titude vogue since the Renaissance. 


Localize the Teaching 


Begin home. Use whatever already 
familiar the student starting point. 
That stimulates natural interest, and 
when the pupils are interested the teacher’s 
biggest problem solved. 
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the biology course our rural schools 
the Midwest begin with corn and 
grasshoppers. physics there emphasis 
farm machinery. Chemistry directed 
toward soil analysis. cities the program 
has modified, but every school has 
yard with weeds and trees, bugs and birds; 
every home has radio, telephone, 
auto. One can investigate the chemistry 
mathematics, why not let the geometry 
and trigonometry classes 
height the flagpole, analyze the cost 
living? Whatever is, begin home. 

truism that pay little atten- 
tion the everyday phenomena apparent 
all about us. For example, everyone the 
city Washington has seen cherry blos- 
soms spring and cherries the trees 
summer. But, surprisingly, have found 
that never occurs many people that 
connection between flower and 
fruit. They simply not give such mat- 
ters any thought. If, however, the pupils’ 
attention called it, there immediate 
interest and they want know more about 
it. something that they have seen with 
their eyes but not with their mind; when 
they wake mentally, pleasant 
surprise themselves well the 
teacher. 

Time and again have been literally 
astonished the complete lack interest 
the phenomena nature that charac- 
izes the younger generation our times. 
There are many artificial attractions 
take their time and energy. Our own 
college campus noted for its “majestic 
but majority present-day col- 
lege students not know that oaks grow 
from acorns. They have seen endless fields 
corn but some them not know 
that the farmer must put grains corn 
into the ground before cornfield comes 
into being. 

Perhaps should not surprised 
this lack attention common things. 
Aren’t all like that! Unless our atten- 
tion specifically called it, just 
keep breathing God’s air without ever 
asking: Why this necessary? What 
air? What its life-giving quality? 
the business teachers call attention 
such things the science classes; that 
important part the education proc- 
ess. man who goes through routine 
life total “absent-mindedness” hardly 
educated man, even has bache- 
lor’s degree from liberal arts college. 

not difficult for teachers science 
remedy this defect their work. 
shock times note the complete 
lack appreciation that men have for 
God’s gifts; is, the other hand, 
revelation observe how simple matter 
awaken healthy interest, and 
often stir enthusiasm, for the study 
the most ordinary things. Begin home, 
put the mind touch with what the eyes 
have always seen, and the student will 
the rest.

Even the ancients had the 
motto, Non multa sed multam. Too many 
facts tend become confused mass, in- 
teresting perhaps, but meaningless. Such 
facts are quickly forgotten, and the course 
has lasting benefit except perhaps 
certain skill the art mechanical

teacher science rural school. She 
was attending course biology high 
school teachers conducted workshop 
style. The theme emphasized the time 
was this: that better omit many 
the topics now being taught high 
school and concentrate principles 
illustrated relatively few facts. She was 
quite skeptical the soundness that 
procedure. Will that kind course pre- 
pare the graduates for advanced work? 
her biology class the previous year there 
had been four girls who were looking for- 
ward the nursing profession. Before en- 
tering training school these girls must 
pass entrance examinations various sub- 
jects, one which biology. these girls 
had not “covered the adequately, 
would they not disadvantage? 

happened that about this time 
group candidates for the nursing 
school were taking their tests the col- 
lege. suggested the skeptical teacher 
that she look over the biology part the 
test being given and then judge from the 
type questions asked which course would 
best prepare the girls for it, the course she 
had been teaching the one the work- 
shop was recommending. She did so, and 
came back completely converted. Every 
question asked that test dealt with sub- 
ject matter that were emphasizing; 
the items information that felt could 
omitted without harm the course 
were not touched upon. 

could hardly otherwise. course 
which emphasizes wide information, time 
does not permit thorough study fun- 
damentals. large mass material 
the student fails separate the wheat from 
the chaff. 

One widely used biology text devotes 
150 pages the plant kingdom, 
which deal with leaves. The really impor- 
tant thing, however, plant study, the 
essential function green leaves, namely 
photosynthesis, rates less than one page 
that text. emphasis placed it; 
just another one long series de- 
tails. The chemistry ‘of photosynthesis 
completely neglected. the end the 
chapter there list 240 technical 
terms that will “enrich the vocabulary” 
these high school students. The text may 
useful reference work, but only 
skilled teacher, one widely trained sci- 
ence, can use successfully.

Cassiodorus was Roman who lived 
teen hundred years ago. was rich 
well educated, and held several very important 
positions the Roman government. 
God above all things, and wanted put God 
first. not only wanted serve 
Himself, but wanted help others 
the same. 

For many years, men who wanted give 
their whole lives God had been joining 
together groups help each other 
this better. They would live together, 
ing their days prayer and manual labor. 
They were called monks and their home 
monastery. The hours they spent prayer 
together brought many blessings from God 
upon themselves and upon the whole world 
for whom they prayed. Their manual work 
had value two ways. They raised their 
own food, made the homes, furniture, and 
other things they needed, and were able 
support themselves. Besides this, they made 
their hours work atso time prayer, 
keeping silence they worked they could 
think about God and talk Him. They won 
the admiration other people, and thousands 
joined this same beautiful life spent close 
God. 


Monks Copied Scripture 


Cassiodorus admired these monks, 
built several monasteries the land that 
belonged him. wanted make 
possible for many more men consecrate 
their lives God. But remember him 
for something special did. Because was 
learned man, knew there was great need 
for another kind work, the copying 
manuscripts, especially the Bible 
holy writings. 

know that that time, most writing 
was done papyrus, kind paper which 
did not last long. Especially moist weather, 
would get moldy and decay. could not 
stand very much handling. For that reason, 
manuscripts wore out quickly. Copies had 
made constantly replace them. 

There was also demand for more and 
more copies the Bible and other holy 
writings large numbers were being con- 
verted. These copies had made carefully, 
they would free from mistakes 
possible. Copying manuscripts was hard, 
tiresome work, you can imagine, you 
have ever had copy anything for long 
time. One would have paid well for it, 
else for love the work. 

Cassiodorus saw the many monks around 
him, realized the immense good they could 
undertaking this work. made the 
copying manuscripts important part 
the daily work his monasteries. had 
special room provided, called scriptorium. 
Every day, while some the monks were 
working the fields, the kitchen, 
other work like that, another large group 
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the scriptorium, and there 
they would spend hours copying the old 
manuscripts. 

other monasteries learned this new 
activity, they too prepared special rooms and 
more and more monks devoted themselves 
this important work. Soon all monasteries 
were doing it, and during the next nine hun- 
dred years, thousands and thousands monks 
spent long years their lives this work. 

spoke while ago about your favorite 
history. the monks had not 
labored hard provide new copies 
decaying manuscripts, would not know 
much about the ancient heroes, many 
valuable manuscripts would have been lost. 
That why Cassiodorus’ idea has been 
much benefit us. But, most important 
all, the monks preserved the record the 
life the greatest Hero all history. Who? 
Their most important work was copying the 
Bible. The Catholic Church, through its 
leaders, encouraged them this work. The 
Church wanted the people have the Bible. 
insisted copies being accurate 
possible, and would not allow any book 
used had any serious mistake. 


They Learned About God 


But the Pope and the other leaders always 
remembered the main purpose the monas- 
teries, help the monks think more and 
more about God, talk Him, praise 
Him. Remember said that even work, 
the monk kept silence could think 
about God. The Pope would not allow the 
monks work the manuscripts that 
would interfere with their life prayer. 
But most their copying was the Bible 
and other sacred writings, these could used 
help them get closer God. 

was easy think God they copied 
those first chapters the Old Testament, 
which told the wonderful story Creation, 
when God, the Supreme Being, who had 
beginning, carried out His divine plan 
create countless numbers different kinds 
creatures, each which would reflect 
some way His beauty and goodness and power. 
When the monk was copying the Psalms, 
would come those other beautiful words 
describing this great act creation, “He 
spoke and they were made; commanded 
and they were created.” 

were copying Isaias would find 
God saying through this prophet: 
the First, and the Last, and besides 
there God” (Isa. 44:6). All through 
the Old Testament were words praise and 
thanks the all-powerful God for His 
goodness, making all creatures, and His 
love, which showed His constant hold- 
ing them existence, and giving each one 
all that needs fulfill its purpose. But 
His power, His goodness, and His love are 
shown most all His care His highest 
creatures earth. The monk comes across 
those beautiful words addressed gratitude 
God, “You have made man little less 
than the angels” (Ps. 8:6). The soul man 
spirit like the angels, with the same 
tremendous powers understanding and free 
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will, and the gift eternal life. The monk, 
worked and could use those 
wonderful powers came know God 
more and more through His divine love and 
protection shown men. could rejoice 
his free will, that did not blindly 
serve God other earthly creatures did, 
but could freely offer his love and willing 
service this infinitely perfect Being. No- 
where could find any limit these great 
powers God. Every page the Scriptures 
told more the story His perfect justice, 
His perfect knowledge, His perfect love. Man 
could know just from his own reasoning that 
there God, but the Scriptures give further 
proof, and make one know and love Him 
more. 


The Bible Was Printed 


wonder those monks considered 
privilege spend hours every day for many 
years that slow, monotonous work copy- 
ing, that others could share with them 
that knowledge God, that certainty His 
nearness and His protection. still have 
monks today, but that great work theirs 
finished. the fifteenth century came 
invention which made great change the 
history the world. Men learned the art 
printing. don’t know just who in- 
vented the first printing press Europe, 
but was John Gutenburg who developed 
form that was quick and cheap, especially 
making movable type. Because was 
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good Catholic, consecrated God his great 
invention choosing the Bible the first 
book printed his new press. was 
the Latin version called the Vulgate. the 
next few years, hundreds editions the 
Bible parts were printed, some 
Latin, which all educated people could read, 
and some the languages the different 
countries. All this was before any the 
Protestant churches were started. 

The Catholic Church wants love the 
Bible and read it. The Old Testament 
especially hard understand. you get 
older will easier know its meaning. 
when you read now watch particularly 
for the parts you can understand, and like 
the monks, you will find every page bringing 
you new glimpse the perfect life 
God, showing His dealings with men.

“My pupils enjoy composition work now,” 
remarked third- and fourth-grade teacher. 

“How you it?” came almost 
inquiry from all sides. 

September, the problem teaching 
composition class looked rather serious. 
Just what approach make was 
tinent point. looked through school 
supplies catalog, came across 
seals.” made selection, and ordered 
the following: Farmyard Animal Seals, Forest 
Animal Seals, Bird Seals, and Flower Seals. 
sufficient quantity was ordered that 
had one seal each for every pupil the 
class. 

the outset the little composition 
each subject was treated under two 
topics, definition and uses. The first para- 
graph would not only define but also give 
descriptive ideas, while the second would 
briefly state the uses. But the work pro- 
gressed, other types written work, such 
biography, autobiography, conversation, nar- 
ration, and exposition, came the foreground. 
Children took particular delight using the 
first person when writing. 

Furthermore, had planned have two 
exercises per week, but the pupils were 
delighted with the first animal seals that 
they persistently asked for the next number 
the following day. So, day after day, the 
children carried far from scheduled 
plan. 

The children, moreover, supplemented 
purchase bringing more seals and clippings 
from catalogs and magazines. Not infrequently 
child would surprise with original 
composition, accompanying illustration 
that she had discovered. When the 
seals for the benefit crippled children 
came out, one pupil brought enough seals 
for the entire class. encourage the child, 
the offer was accepted and 
product was obtained under the title 
“How Can Help the Crippled Children.” 

After the ordinary oral discussion before 
any written assignment, allowed each indi- 
vidual pupil the fourth grade write his 
her composition the blackboard, while 
had recitation period with the third 
grade. After that checked each little com- 
position with the class whole part 
least with the child who wrote it, direct- 
ing them means questions under- 
stand their errors. Then gave the child 
the illustration and allowed him put 
his paper with his production. Next the 
Process was reversed, the third graders, had 
chance write their compositions the 
blackboard, while the fourth graders worked 
with the teacher. The checking and correc-

Sisters the Sorrowful Mother 


Note: The Sisters charge 
Mater Dolorosa School Villanueva, 
have sent the snapshot repro- 
duced here and the following account 
their solution the school controversy 
New Mexico. The Sisters are from the 
Convent the Sorrowful Mother 
Milwaukee, Wis.

Formerly the Sisters teaching the public 
school here taught religion, along with other sub- 
superintendent ever questioned the procedure.
